-hat China '‘had never yet repudiated a 
oan, This was true because financiers 
of all previous loans to the Manchu gov- 
sroment had acted in perfect good faith, 
and nothing would have induced the 
‘ountry in such circumstances to vepud- 
ate its liability. In the present instance 
all this was changed. ‘The Chinese 
Parliament had absolutely pronounced 
that the loan to be issued tomorrow 
London was negotiated unconstitu- 
tionally. 

As Parliament will inevitably again as- 
sert its authority it wil’ as surelv act on 
its previous decision and declare that ab- 
solutely fair warning hag been given of 
its intention to repudiate the loan. 

Mr. Diosy dwelt at length on the 
wisdom of the government in Washing- 
ton in withdrawing from any, participa- 
tion in the loan aud pointed out also the 
peuliar action of Japan. Under the 
arrangements for the loan the lending 
powers have the right to appoint a fin- 
ancial controller. 

lt is this right of foreign control whieh 
more than anything else lias roused 
Chinese opposition. 

The government at Tokio with 
usual diplomatic skill has taken ad- 
vantage of this and, just as in the case 
of the Boxer rébellion it presented a de- 
mand only for its actual out-of-pocket 
expenses, so on the present occasion they 
have announced in Peking their intention 
of waiving their right to appoint a finan- 
cial adviser, 

It is just im such wavs that the in- 
fluence of Japan in China is being assid- 
uously cultivated. | 

The fact is, Mr. Diosv pointed out. 
that Japan, looking far ahead. was pav- 
ing the way to an eventual alliance with 
China, 

She recognized that the great powers 
ultimately relied on their dreadnoughts 
for enforcing their financial claims. In 
such circumstances she would go to Chirk 
and say, “We are both yellow races. 
Let us combine against the white races 
and make a yellow empire of the far 
Kast.” 

Such an outlook, though today it seemed 
distant, might be nearer than was antic. 
ipated. Sun Yat Sen's visit to Japan had 
exceeded every expectation. and had done 
more to bring the two nations together 
than any previous event in their history. 

In reply to the question as to whether 
Yuan . Shih Iwai had any Intention of 
forming @ dynasty. Mr. Diosy replied that 
such a atep to him wouk 
sary, as so long as he Was able to contro! 
the finances he could indirectly control 
the whole situation.

DUMFRIES, Scotland—The 
trade union congress held its first meet- 
ing at Dumfries recently. The attend- 
ance numbered 150, representing a mem- 

bership of 300,000. 

Speaking of the cause of labor unrest 
Councilor Turner said that it was pov- 
erty. Poverty could not be cured by 
conflict, but conflict indicated the se- 
riousness of the complaint, and labor 
had to make known its needs and de- 
sires in order to awaken the nation to 
the tremendous issues at stake. The 
social ills of which the recent strikes 
were the external and visible signs were 
too deep seated to be cured by concilia- 
tion or arbitration.

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SOME MOTIVES FOR CHARITY,

UCH, perhaps most, of the failure of charity as alms-giving may be laid 

at the door of vrong motives or purposes. Usually if charity goes wide 

of its mark it ts because some individual's motive has clashed with a 

higher constructive social end. Self-denial may be a good motive as a 
means of attaining religious development; but to apply the proceeds of selt- 
to indiscriminate alms may oppose diametrically the highest purpose 
of all real charity. namely, the well-being of the social mass. 

The history of charity reveals a considerable variety of charitable motives, 
many of which still subsist. One of the oldest is superstition as to the unknown. 
A modern Italian novelist (Edmond d’Amicis in ‘“Cuore”’) phrases a subtle 
survival of the same feeling in commending alms to beggars: Little Enrico’s 
father writes him: “Oh, never again, Enrico, pass a mother who is begging 
Without placing a soldo in her hand!” And here is his reason: “When I give 
a soldo to a beggar, and he says to me, ‘God preserve your health and the health 
of all belonging to you!’ you cannot understand the sweetness which these 
words produce in my heart, the gratitude | feel for that poor man. It seems 
to me certain that such a good wish must keep one in good health for a long 
time? and © return home content.” 

Many business men submit to pious blackmail for fear of losing trade. 
They allow themselves to be held up for donations, tickets to charity dances 
and benefits; they join in lotteries and raffles; not because they approve of such 
There is a 
Withholding that might be construed as financial embarrassment. Both busi- 
ness men and charity sharks know this, and the latter take advantage of it. 
Only pseudo-charity ever stoops to. such a motive. 

The religious motive comes with the weight of ages of traditional sanctions. 
The Pharisee gave his tithes of mint and cummin; the middle-age devotee laid 
up his “stores of merit” through alms to the poor, not because the aid of the 
poor was to them an object in itself, but simply a means of putting God in 
Many of the church fathers deliberately taught that alms are the 
Chrysostom wrote: “If there were no poor, the greater part of 
they are the healers of your wounds.” Augus- 
tine makes alms part of his system of penance; fasting and alms-giving are 
recommended for breaches of the decalogue. Such a motive assumes, without 
bothering to verify its assumption, that such methods are good for recipients of 
alms: it is thus divorced from the two fundamental tests of true charitvy—love 
of fellow men and a sense of social fitness—atid remains a peculiarly repellent 
form of selfishness, a travesty on charity. 

The political motive is disappearing 2s men begin to realize what real char- 
iiv means. On more than one occasion, however, it has attained gigantic propor- 
tions; for example, the extravagant donations of corn by Roman politicians to 
gain the rabble’s support. It is still not unknown for legislators to establish 
new institutions or vote pensions or refuse adequate support for the needy, not 
because of convictions as to the wisdom or folly of such policies but because home 
constituencies must be impressed now with generosity, now with economy. 

A wise philanthropy must include withholding as well as giving. But there 
is sometimes an attitude toward charity which makes withholding the summit 
This dwarfed view of life looks upon the poor recipient of state or 
private bounty as a malefactor and brands him as a wrongdoer to be sternly 
repressed. More than once English poor laws have seemed to say that poverty 
is a crime which the poor man wilfully and deliberately commits. But such a 
negative motive can never get beyond a sterile practise of good will. 

The sentimental motive is no Jess pernicious. It requires no imagination 
r forethought to drop a nickel into the street beggar’s hat.’ It is really selfish 
as well as shortsighted, for it buys at a bargain a cosy warmth of self-approval 
without stopping to consider the recipient’s real need. The true animus and 
aim of giving/is not to feel benevolent but to demonstrate good. 

The only rational motive for charity is the prevention of distress. It is a 
constructive principle, based on the sociological concept of society as a unity— 
whether a real organism or not, at least a unity whose parts are in close mutual] 
dependence. This motive was foreshadowed by Cicero, Seneca, Epictetus and the 
philosophers of “natural rights.” But it has nowhere been more clearly stated 
than by the old Talmudic writer quoted by Mrs. Eddy (Preface to ‘“Miscellane- 
ous Writings”) as stating her sense of doing good : “The noblest charity is to 
prevent a man from accepting charity; and the best alms wre to show and ‘to 
enable a man to dispense with alms.”

These gardens get good care. 
perhaps, but they fail to give satisfac- 
tion simply because they are not in the, 
right condition for doing good. 

Many persons will tell you, “You must 
get a lot of young plants in the fall if 
you want flowers in winter.” Such ad- 
vice is altogether wrong. 

Fill yout windows with a lot of voung 
plants in October or November, and how 
many ftowers will vou get from them? 
Very few. They may grow, bat that is 
not what we want. We want them to! 
bloom. And no plant can be expected to 
blossom much before it has attained con- 
siderable size and age. says the Woman’s 
Magazine. 

If you want a lot of sturdy, well- 
developed plants to furnish flowers for 
next winter, start themt growing now. 
Take good care of them during tje sum- 
mer, and when cold weather setain you 
will have a collection from which you 
have a right to expect great things. 


Put them out-of-doors about the first 
of June, if it is not too cold,- but leave 
them in their pots. 
in the ground they will make a stronger 
growth, but they will have to be taken 
up and potted before cold weather comes, 
and this always checks growth. 

See that they are watered daily. This 


If you plant them} 


is important, Give enough water each 


along toward the latter part of summer. 


But do not use large pots for any of 
them. 

Plants» most satisfactory for winter 
flowering are: Geraniums,: for’ variety; 
begonias, both for flowers and foliage; 
Primula obconica, a free and constant 
bloomer; rose-queen’s scarlet hermosa, 
and agrippina; ferns—Adiantum Cro- 


weanum, Boston, Pierson’s' and Whit- 
mani; calla; single petunia; oxalis, pink. 
white and yellow varieties; cyclamen;

Harris, says that Dr. Durand’s adminis- 
tration has not been efficient, that he has 
played politics all the time he has been 
in office, that he has spent $15,500,000 
in the work as against $#,000,000 for the 
last census and that his work should be 
given a thorough investigation.” Further 
“he says that a statistician such as Dr. 
Durand no doubt is should rot be director 
of the census, but that the position 
should be leld by a business man who 
can direct men and tell cthers what to 
do.

PARADE PERMIT GIVEN 


Appropriation of the sum of $2,702,000 
was ordered by the school committee at 
its meeting last evening and this, with 
$2,864,000 appropriated on account on 


| April 13 for current expenses, brings the 


total up $5.566,000 or the exact 
amount available under the law for 
school purposes, exclusive of the money 
available for new achoo! buildings, lands, 
yards and furnishings. 

Of the sum appropriated the following 
amounts are for the various expenses: 
Salaries of instructors, $2,950,576: sal- 
aries of officera, 880,000; salaries of jani- 
tors, $160,750; fuel and light, $71,000; 
supplies and incidentals, $162,884.46; 
physical education, special appropriation, 
$13,000; salaries and expenses of nurses, 
$3700; extended use of the public seliedia, 
20 cents; repairs and alterations to 
school buildings, $143,089.34; rents of 
hired school accommodations, $17,000; 
total, $2,702,000. 

The committee heard the estimate of 
Superintendent of Schools Franklin P. 
Dyer on the number of pupils that wilt 
probably be enrolled in the high and 
Latin schools in September. This 
estimate indicates that the ineréase in 
the number of pupils will be approx- 
imately 554. 

The question of permitting the high 
school cadets to participate in the me- 
morial éxercises of the United Spanish 
War Veterans at Castle island May 25 
was passed in the affirmative by the 
board. on the motion of Mr. Corcoran.

} the province, some companies having 
placed it on the prairie market in suc- 
cessful competition with Douglas fir, 
on account of the lower freight rate and 
the relatively smaller probability ot 
Rplitting in nailing. This latter reason 
makes it acceptable for jointing and 
siding. At present the principal use 
of hemlock in British Columbia is in pulp 
manufacture, great areas in the north 
being cut over to supply this industry. 

Positive data are lacking with regard 
to the durability of wester: hemlock as 
compared with Douglas fir and other 
woods but the general impression is that 
Douglas fir is the more durable. 

The hemlock is considered well suited 
for use in all but the heaviest construc- 
tion work, but up to the present time 
it has had a limited use in bridges and 
trestles. It has been used in some in- 
Stances for caisson cqnstruction. 
Considerable of the wood goes into 
cross ties. Many of the western railroads 
use Douglas fir, western larch, redwood, j 
>.

and western hemlock exclusively for ties. 


A large percentage of those ties are laid 
Without the use of preservatives. Oc- 


casionally it is cut into telephone or tele- 


grapli poles, but its use in this form has 


been very limited. It has the requisite 
strength for pole use and grows in such 
dimensions as to make it very suitable 
for this class of work. 

Although practically all piling in the 
province is of Douglas fir, western hem- 
lock is used to a limited extent, how- 
ever, for this class of work and has ap- 
parently given satisfaction. 

In house construction it is used a great 
deal as a framing material. 
class of work it serves as well as Douglas 
fir, and locally commands the same price. 
Western hemlock dimensions stock in 
cargo shipments commands a lower price, 
however, than Douglas fir, because of the 
prejudice which exists against it. 

Western hemlock as a finish lumber 
has the advantage of containing prac- 
tically no pitch; it has a beautiful grain, 
works smoothly, takes stain readily, and 
when properly dried, will not shrink or 
swell substantially under normal con- 
ditions. It presents a comparatively

mar easily.

‘WATER IN ROCKIES 
OF COLORADO MAY 
TAKE NEW PATHS-| 


Government Geological Survey to 


from West to East Slope 


DENVER, Col.—Through the branch 


of the United States geographical survey | 


here the federal government will this 
summer make an exhaustive study of 
the sources of water supply on the west- 
_ern slope of the Colorado Rockies for the 


purpose of determining the 
water that can be practically 
to the eastern slope. 

It is estimated that at least 1,000,000 
‘acre feet of water can diverted to 
ithe eastern slope without in any way 
impairing the rights of water users on 
‘the other side of the fmountains. The 
government, however, proposes to arrive 
lat conclusions that will be based on 
‘actual measures of stream flow. 
| Operations are to be confined to the 
‘upper reaches of the streams that have 
their sources on the western slope, be- 
cause of the necessity of having eleva- 
tion for sucessful diversion, and the fur- 
‘ther fact that unless the proposed point 
jof diversion is near the crest of the 
watershed, the cost of tunneling renders 
diversion impracticable from the stand- 
point of cost.

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RATIONAL GOLF

I] have spoken so often of the impor- 
tance of correct use of the wrists that 
people probably think I make too much 
of it. It is hardly possible to over 
estimate the value of good wrist action. 
In the article om the straight left arm 
which I have just written I have tried 
to show how vital it is in driving. Be- 
lieve. me it is equally so in all shots. 
Now, many people wonder and volunteer 
ideas as to why a man excels a girl in 
golf. Putting aside the natural greater 
length possible because of stronger mus- 
cles, it is my opinion and I am by no 
means alone in it and have had unusual 
opportunities of comparing the play of 
the best men plavers with the best lady 
exponents of the game the great differ- 
ence lies in the more powerful wrists of 
the men. Not in the drive alone, but in | 


especially is it true when the ball les 
in long grass or a bunker. It gives the 
man a tremendous advantage. 

Apart from getting the ball out in a 
way impossible for a woman it costs 
the man practically nothing ‘in the way 
of exertion, whereas if she ig frequently 
in such difficulties a girl must tire. 
‘Therefore, the method of. the “straight 
left arm is a_ wonderful hgip- to our 
sisters, and for this reason it has been 
my good fortune to see Miss Cecil 
Leitch, Mrs. Cruickshank (Miss Dora 
Jenkins) and. Miss Grant-Suttie perform 
such wonders out of almost impossible 
looking lies, that would have done credit 
to any man golfer. 

I say this with all respect for the 
women players on this side of the At- 
lantic, for there is no doubt that the 
tremendous bunkers and sand dounes 
of their sea-side links have given them 
a training in this respect impossible to 
obtain on inland courses. Thev all use 
the straight left arm. The first lady 
player I ever saw do so was Mrs. Cuth- 
ell (Miss Rhona Adair) when she was 
out here. It was strikingly noticeable 
in approaching. Mrs. Hurd (Miss Doro- 
thy Campbell) always uses it and her 
approach work needs no recommenda- 
tion. Yet she has herself said that her 
wrists are far from being as strong as 
many of her opponents; the left arm 
makes up the difference and causes her 
to bring off shot after shot with her 
well known accuracy. Useful as it is 
to a man, it is doubly so to a woman. 

As a proof of my theory I should like 
to see what’ the result would be if a 
match could be arranged between a great 
girl player and a fine man golfer. In- 
stead of having him give her the con- 
ventional nine strokes, let. them play 
even on a narrow course abounding in 
bunkers and bordered by long glass, and 
the understanding be that if she gets 
into either she may lift and drop in a 
good lie. Walton Heath would be ideal 
for the test, for to my mind it is mar- 
velous for any woman to play the 18 
holes and do herself any kind of justice 
when she has to be continually placing 
her weaker wrists in comparison to the 
stronger ones of a man golfer. 

When the wind sweeps sidewise across 
that narrow fairway, as it nearly always 
does it is astonishing how many well-hit 
shots seek the seclusion of the gorse and 
heather, to say nothing of the innum- 
erable bunkers. It was here Miss Cecil 
Leitch played one of her two famous 
matches against Mr. Hilton. If each one 
of her shots could have been guaranteed 
a good lie, would the strokes from Mr. 
Hilton have been necessary. It is ques- 
tionable. One can guess with how much 
more energy she could have attempted 
the last nine holes. It is a trving course 
for a man’s Wrists, What must it be for 
a girl’s?

WASHING TON-- The area planted to 
cotton in the United States last vear 
and which was under eultivation at the 
end of June was 669,000 acres more 
than the department of agriculture esti- 


|; mated in its preliminary report in July. 


A special investigation was made bv the 
department and with the assistance of 
the census bureau's report on the quayp- 
tity of cotton ginned. 

It reached the conclusion that the area 
planted was 34,766,000 acres instead of 
34,097 000 acres, as the preliminary esti- 
mate. The area picked is estimated at 
34,283,000 acres, indicating that the area 
abandoned was less than '4 per cent. 
The revised figures will be used by the 
department in making its cotton acreage 
estimates this vear in July. Revised es- 
timates place the acreage yield at 190.9 
pounds instead of 193.2 as first estimated.

The higher patriotism is generated in the dynamo of spiritual 
understanding. It is, and it must be, essentially Christian, for only 
a real Christian can possibly breathe the true spirit of cosmopoli- 
tanism. Mr. Balfour, the other day, drew attention to the tendency 
of statesmen to confine patriotism within the limits, not even of an 
empire, but of a state. This spirit degenerates ultimately into 
party loyalty, and, in the words of Goldsmith, gives up to party 
what was meant for mankind. It is absolutely impossible for 
any human being to indulge in feelings of distrust and dislike for 
someone else dwelling on the other side of an arbitrary line in the 
middle of a field, and to confine that feeling to that line. 

The consciousness of distrust and dislike for another nation 
cannot be confined to that nation, with the result that the samme feeling 
permeates the man's relationships on his own side of the frontier, 
and expresses itself in class wars and social distinctions on every 
side. The higher patriotism, in eliminating the hatred of nations. 
eliminates the hatred of individuals, and in giving a broader sense 
of toleration and a better understanding of others produces simul- 
taneously a unity of conviction and aim at home. In plain English. 
the state in which the higher patriotism exists is the one which does 
develop “human virtue.” Andvif-the teaching of Christianity is 
true, the strongest nation is necessarily the most virtuous. The 
state then is, indeed, force, but it is the force of spiritual perception, 
generating love.

It is as a business man with executive experience and conceded 
honesty that General Menocal takes the helm, knowing that he is 
counted upon to conserve insular independence through reformation 
of administrative methods at Havana and bv selection of subor- 
dinates who are patriots first and politicians last.
